the extension of the

governors, like Warren Hastings, soon dispelled that hope, and oppression 
in various forms prevailed under the Government of the East India 
Company. In the course of time a heavy calamity befell India, and the 
sceptre passed into the hands of Queen Victoria. Her Majesty gave certain 
pledges to the people which again created a hope in their minds. But they 
were born to be ever disappointed. The oppressions committed on the 
people of India under the Tory Government have not perhaps had their 
parallel under any other civilised Government in the latter end of the nine. 
teenth century. ‘The people, however, still entertained a lingering hope 
that the liberal party, when in power, would surely labour for their good, 
The liberals, however, have been found out ; they indulged in liberal pro- 
fessions, but have felt no hesitation in breaking their pledges. The editor 
then goes on to condemn Lord Hartington’s proposal for the entire remission 
of the cotton duties next year.

a examinations from schools of all classes in } 
Bengal are held in winter, but the case is otherwise with the schools in 


Kast Bengal. There the examinations have already commenced in this rainy 
season to the great inconvenience and hardship of the young examinees, 
who had to come to the head-quarters by boat in an inclement weather. 
The Inspector of Schools should remove this grievance of young boys by 
fixing a convenient time for the examinations.” The editor then-goes 0M 
to complain that the authorities do not apparently care to consider the unsult- 
able character of the text-books selected for boys of 12 or 14 years of 
age. ‘They can hardly grasp the principles of botany, natural philosophy, 
and physical geography. There is only one paper set on literature, compris- 
ing prose, poetry, grammar, and composition. Only 75 marks are allotted 


to this paper, and as a matter of course the students do not care to read 


carefully a sufficiently large number of books on these subjects. For 
this reason the students of the vernacular schools acquire a poor knowledge 
of language. The candidates for the Minor Scholarship Examination also 
are very deficient in English, Formerly they were admitted into the secoD 


classes of the zillah schools, but at present they have to join the fourth 
classes ; and as their scholarships are tenable for two years only, they find a 
reat difficulty in prosecuting their studies up to the Entrance standard. 
otany and natural philosophy should be omitted from the courses, and 
the boys should be well grounded in English and Bengali.

14. The Sddhdrdni of the 25th September continues its article on 
Supplying the Press with Report on the subject of supplying editors of native 
the Vernacular papers. papers with the report on vernacular papers, 
We give its substance below:—One wholesome effect of supplying the 
editors with the Report on Vernacular Papers will be that the editors will 
be obliged to conduct their papers with more care, and to take pains to 
treat their various subjects in a way that may be intelligible to Govern- 
ment. The editors, contributors, and readers alike will thus be encouraged 
in a manner which cannot but be beneficial. There will then be a sifting 
enquiry into the truth of everything, and newspapers will become reall 
useful. The good that will thus accrue from the increased distribution of 
the weekly report cannot be overrated. But the measure may involve an 
increase of expenditure in the Press Commissioner’s establishment if he 1s 
to communicate the report to the Press. There has, however, been a saving 
from the abolition of the Press Commissiunership, and the small expen- 
diture that may be necessary on account of such a beneficent measure 
ought to be met from it. As matters stand at present, Government passes 
an ex-parte judgment against the editors, without allowing them to learn 
on what points they are found fault with. In the courts the recorded 
evidence is read over to the defendants to give them an opportunity of 
correcting any of their statements if it has been wrongly recorded. Cannot 


the editors expect from Government even the consideration that is shown 
to an ordinary defendant ? 


15. The Navavibhakar of the 26th September, in commenting on the 


is hein resolution of the Lieutenant-Governor on 
the Administration Report of the Salt De- 
partment for 1880-81, observes as follows:—There is no impost more 


inequitable in this world than that on salt, as even the poorest of men 
has no respite from it, although it must be confessed that there does not 
exist much of direct oppression in this matter. To equalise the rates, 
Government has reduced the duties in Bengal, but increased them m 
Madras and other provinces. This has not been productive of any advantage 
to the poor people of Bengal, but has certainly added to the hardship 
of the other provinces. On the whole, there having been an increase of 
revenue from this source, Lord Hartington has stated that he has a mind 1 
reduce the salt duties. If his Lordship is really so disposed, he should see 
that in reducing the salt duties, no direct tax is imposed in their stead. Also 


the injustice that has been done to the princes in Rajputana should be 
remedied.

Everyone has witnessed with his own eyes that the number of liquor shops 
has considerably increased since the introduction of the outstill system. ‘The

lower classes in the villages have acquired the habit of excessive drinking. 
Precocious and spoiled schoolboys have learnt to drink, and in their company 
come of the best and promising youths are also on the way to ruin. 
There being stills scattered all over the country, wine is selling very cheap 
on account of a keen competition among the manufacturers, and drunkards 
‘ndeed have a very happy time of it. The weak strength of liquors 
's of little consequence, for three bottles of the same are now avedlabhe 
at the price of a bottle of liquor formerly in use. Atone time wine was 
very cheap ; but when the prices rose high, the people of the dearer and 
gariwan classes largely resorted to the use of ganja, leaving the use of wine 
for festive occasions; but now, thanks to Sir Ashley Eden, the tide of liquor 
is again flowing in full force, and wine shops have been opened in almost all 
the villages. This deplorable condition of Bengal has been brought about, it 
seems, by the high favor shown towards it by Sir Ashley Eden. The 
authorities should renounce their inordinate greed of revenue, and lend a 
kind ear to the representation of the people. 

17. The Som Prokash of the 26th September observes that the 


ee proposed scheme of Sir Ashley Eden of

interfere with the just aspirations of the

to the highest bidder. The practice is attended with considerable hardship 
and oppression. Not afew who purchased the right ata high cost have 
become great losers, inasmuch as in many cases the receipts fall far short of 
the amount that was paid to Government by the lessees. In certain places, 
again, the active hostility of indigo planters prevents the impounding of 
cattle, thus inflicting great loss on the cattle pound-keepers. These observa- 
ons are made on behalf of the farmers. The editor then proceeds to 
represent to Government the grievances suffered by the people in this con- 
nection. The complaint generally made is that the police acting in concert 


with the farmers often seize and impound cattle in a most unjustifiable 
manner,

Pag eg road communication in the Commissioner of the division on the last 

occassion, while taking a trip to Pallahara on 

public business, felt considerable personal inconvenience on his way to the 

estate owing to the absence of proper communications. During his cold- 

weather tour to Gurjats, the Rajahs take necessary precautions to keep the 

roads clear for his journey to and from Gurjats, but during the rains the roads 

become impassable, and much inconvenience is experienced thereby. It jg 

said that, in consequence of the non-existence of better roads in Gurjats, the 

postal arrangements have proved unsuccessful ; but now that the Commissioner 

has personally experienced the difficulties, it is hoped that he will try to 

remedy the evil. And until this important thing is attended to, no solid 
improvement in the status of Gurjats can be effected. — 

It may be said that by opening two roads from Cuttack to Sawbalpore, 
Government has done all that was necessary ; but looking to the dangers 
and casualties to which these roads are subject, it cannot be said that they 
fully answer the purposes for which they were avowedly constructed. Further, 
the accumulation of stones in the rivers often impedes and endangers boat 
navigation. 

Under these circumstances, the editor would earnestly request the Com- 
missioner to endeavour to remove this primary obstacle, which materially 
affects the general prosperity of the Gurjat mehals of Orissa 

Batasons Ssmpan 22. The Editor of the Balasore Sambad Bateeka of the 1st Septem- 
September ist, i881. ber 1881, in an article on the C. Forin of Police officers, remarks as 
follows :— 

It is much to be regretted that, owing to the inefficiency of Police 
officers, the people are sometimes put to great 
inconvenience. As an illustration of this, it 

may be pointed out that, as soon as a theft or robbery 6ccurs in any house, 
the owner thereof is bound to report the matter to the Police ; and if he fails, 
he is held answerable for it Again, it is well if he can prove the case, 
otherwise he makes himself liable to prosecution under Section 211 of the 
Indian Penal Code. It is on this account that many a householder would 
rather patiently submit to the depradations of thieves and robbers than 
think of reporting the occurrence to the Police. It is certainly the duty 
of the Police to find out the persons committing theft or robbery ; and it 
is unjust to send up the C. Form in a case in which the Police have been 
unable to detect the offender. It must be admitted that the principles 
upon which the present Police force has been constituted are undoubtedly 
good; but it is to be regretted that the intentions of Government often 
miscarry owing to the want of detective ability on the part of its members. 
BaLasone SAMBAD 23. A correspondent of the same journal points out to Government
